In document 1, a wire saw is used for cutting. As a device used for cutting, the use of a 
device having a cutting edge and a retaining means, as described in claim 2 1 , is easy for a person 
skilled in the art. 

The subject matters of claims 6-8, 12,-18, 22. 29-32 are not described in any of the 
documents cited in the ISR and are not obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
